The  1982  rate  breakdown  reflects  a  proportionate  share  of 
the  Reimbursement  a/c  Property  Exempted  by  1970  Special  Session  for  each  unit  of  govern- 
ment. 

RSA  75:13  provides  that  interest  at  12%  per  annum  shall  be  charged  upon  all  taxes  except 
resident  taxes  not  paid  on  or  before  Dec.  1,  except  that  in  the  case  where  a  tax  bill  was  sent  to  a 
taxpayer  on  or  after  Nov.  2  and  before  April  1st,  interest  shall  not  be  charged  until  30  days 
after  the  bills  are  mailed.
